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County Bar Association Backs Desert Court 


Favor Plan 


After Talk by 


Village Judge 
E. E. Therieau Cites 
Facts and Figures 
on Need for Move 


Riverside County Bar associa­ 
tion Tuesday adopted a resolu­ 
tion approving plans for holding 
superior court sessions in Indio 
following an address by Judge 
Kugene E. Therieau, president of 
the Desert Bar association at a 
luncheon meeting at the county 
seat. 
They also urged the appoint­ 
m ent of a special judge to pre- 
^ side at such sessions and pledged 
support toward the movement. 


JUDGE THERIEAU told 
the 
association that the desert area 
is the largest in the countv and 
•* contains approximately 40 per 
cent of the county’s population. 
It contains 40 ner cent of the 
c c n ty ’s taxable Property and 
produces between 25 and 33 per 
cent of superior court business. 
"And the nearest point on the 
desert—Palm 
Springs—to 
the 
county seat and sunerior courts 
is 56 miles,” he said. 


HE SAID that removal of 25 to 
33 per cent of court business to 
the desert would not only bene­ 
fit the local area but the county 
as a whole in speeding Justice. 
There are now 116 civil eases 
set 
for 
trial 
which, 
together 
with criminal 
m atters 
(which 
have preference) probate, juven­ 
ile and other court business, will 
require one and one half to two 
years to try. 
"And there is a further back­ 
log of 307 civil cases awaiting 
place on court calendars," he 
added. 


HE FURTHER said that such 
a delay in trial amounts to prac­ 
tically a denial of justice to the 
various litigants. 
The Desert Bar Association will 
meet with Justice Gibson of Cali­ 
fornia next month to further car­ 
ry on the work of obtaining a 
separate court department for the 
desert, Judge Therieau told the 
county association.

City council Wednesday after­ 
noon adopted the safety com­ 
mission’s recommendation that 
parking meters be installed from 
Baristo to Ramon roads on both 
sides of Palm Canyon drive. 
The committee, Earl Strebe, 
chairman, 
F lorian 
Boyd 
and 
Jerry Nathanson, reported that 
after a careful survey of the 
parking situation between Bar­ 
isto and Ramon roads that am ­ 
ple off-street parking existed in 
the area and that parking meters 
should be installed. 


"ADDITIONAL b u s i n e s s on 
south Palm Canyon drive and 
the im minent opening of ad ­ 
ditional new businesses there 
will pose a parking problem,” 
Strebe reported. “The committee 
therefore 
finds 
that 
parking 
meters should be installed in 
that area.” 
Proposed in the form of a 
motion by Strebe. it was quickly 
seconded by Nathanson and then 
gained the unanim ous approval 
of the council when the m atter 
came up for a vote.

MOTORISTS WARNED OF 
NEW SCHOOL SAFETY ACT 
Red Flashing Signals in Operation Mean 
Stop Says Chief; A ct Effective Sept. 22 


Chief of Police A. G. Kettmann 
today called attention to an im ­ 
portant change in traffic laws 
covering the operation of school 
busses and the obligations of 
motorists, which will go into ef­ 
fect September 22. 
Ail 
school buses are being 
equipped with red flasher sig­ 
nals, two in front and two in the 
rear. When they are in opera­ 
tion, motorists going in either 
direction must come to a stop. If 
the flasher lights are not in op­ 
eration, motorists need not stop. 


Fire in Millard canyon 


This is a change from the old 
law which made it mandatory 
th at motorists stop when ap<j 
proaching a stopped school bus 
from either direction. 
Under the new law, bus drivers 
will operate the flasher lights 
only when children are to enter 
the crosswalk or are crossing the 
street.

AT TUESDAY'S session super­ 
visors approved a program for 
expenditure of more than $600.­ 
000 for major county road con­ 
struction in the next two years. 
The Garnet overpass project was 
the largest on the list. 
Federal funds will be matched 
by $278,317 by the county but 
most of the latter money came 
fiom state postwar allocations. 
Majority of the projects are 
in the Fourth district.

W illiams informed the council 
th at he spent considerable re­ 
search on the type of recreation­ 
al facilities needed for a com­ 
munity the size of Palm Springs 
but after almost four months of 
work, he was ordered to stop all 
work in view of government re- 
strictions'on critical use of build­ 
ing materials. 


"A SUBSEQUENT order from 
W ashington has eased these re­ 
strictions,” 
W illiams 
informed 
council, “and the program for 
the park should be considered 
now.” 
Mrs. Hardy finally exacted a 
promise from council members 
that they would meet as commit- 
tee-of-the-whole and decide def- 
nitely w hat can be done about 
completeing the North End Park. 
Acting City M anager Robert 
Peter f>n revealed that there was 
only $108,000 left in the park 
fund for the development of the 
North End Park. Originally the 
sum, earm arked by council for 
this project w as $210,000. The

If protests of th e Pass area pre­ 
vail, plan s for realignm ent of 
county 
supervisorial 
districts, 
long sought by th e desert area, 
w ill be p u t off for a t least two 
years. 
W hen th e redistricting 
plan 
w as given its first hearing last 
w eek a t Banning, protests cam e 
from civic leaders a t B anning 
an d Beaum ont. 
Maps, prepared by th e county 
p lan n in g com m ission were show n 
a t the m eeting. 


WHEN THE MAP w as shown, 
San Gorgonio P ass leaders a t 
once protested th e plan to cut 
them from the desert a rea and 
place th em w ith H em et V alley 
an d portions of Riverside. 
Under the p lan n in g com m is­ 
sion's 
proposal, 
San 
Gorgonio 
Pass area will be rem oved from 
th e Fourth district a t th e w est 
boundary of Palm Springs Un­ 
ified School district and realigned 
w ith Hemet, San Jacinto and 
land extending into th e R iver­ 
side area. D istrict Four, w ould 
extend from th e w est lim its of 
th e local school district to the 
Colorado river. 


TYLER SUESS, county planner, 
and John Brinton, of B anning, a 
m em ber of the county p lanning 
com m ission, said the m ap w as 
prepared on a basis of popula­ 
tion, hom ogenity of com m unity 
interests and topographical lik e­ 
ness. 
They explained th e law s 
regarding districting. 
Suess released figures on the 
population 
an d land areas of 
th e present districts w hich are 
now greatly unequal and cause 
of strong protests from desert 
leaders. The latter claim th a t 
th e present Fourth district has 
alm ost h alf of the land area, 40 
per cent of th e population and 
pays 40 per cent of tax es but 
has only 20 per cent of th e re p ­ 
resentation. 


SUESS SUMMED up th e case 
by saying the figure “obviously 
gives a basis for readjustm ent. 
But th a t is a m atter for super 
visors to decide.” 
In th e debate w hich follow ed 
fiuess' talk and d isplay of -the 
m ap, 
B anning 
and 
Beaum ont 
residents adm itted th a t the pre­ 
sent situation w as u n fa ir but 
called the proposed changes “a 
poor substitute for a n intoler­ 
able situation."

C harles Hendricks of B anning 
brought

Not all communities, of.course. are confronted 
by these extrem e difficulties. 
In communities 
where school construction has kept pace with 
needs and where foresighted citizens made sure 
their teachers were adequately paid, the problem 
m ay be mainly one of continuing to improve the 
schools and to provide for additional pupils as 
they come along. 


Perhaps there may lie a way that we can eacli 
help our local educators strengthen the schools, 
and at the same time keep tin in free from Federal 
domination. It is a job for us all.
